U de M strike continues, 
full boycott threatened

The strike of 1800 social science students at l'Université de Montréal may escalate into 
a full scale campus boycott of classes by next Monday if the students' reform demands are not 
met. 



Yesterday morning 35 class- 
rooms remained empty while 
over 500 students assembled to' 
discuss grievances and give the 
• strike committee a mandate for 
action. The strikers are protest* 
ing their faculties' refusal to 
acknowledge the validity of de- 
grees granted by classical col- 
leges, making undergraduates 
repeat courses already taken 
at the secondary level; the 
administration's policy of pro- 
motions by year as opposed to 
subject promotion; the quota 
system imposed on graduate stu- 
dents; and the fact that Social 
Sciences does not recognize 
course credits given by any 
other faculty. 

Jean Doré, President of the 
students' association at l'U dc 
M (AGEUM), said, "Yesterday's 
walkout by students from the 
social science faculties was suc- 
cessful in terms of campus part- 
jcipation." 

Rotating strike 

He added, "For the duration 
of the week we arc going to 
have a rotating strike system. 
Each department in social scien- 
ces will have its classes boycot- 
ted for one day. One student will 
sit In on the actual lecture while 
all other classmates will stand 
in the corridors in protest". 

Yesterday's assembly voted to 
set up an official committee to 
discuss the matter with Roger 
Gaudry, Rector of l'U de M. Stu- 
dent committees have also been 
set up to negotiate demands with 
deans and professors in the var- 
ious departments. 

The study sessions also passed 
a resolution demanding that the 
University Assembly, the govern- 
ing administrative body, set up 
a special committee by next 
Wednesday to study specific re- 
forms in (administrative policy 
and academic structures. The 
committee would be represent- 
ed by an equal number of stu- 
dents and professors. 

Administrative Committee 

The existing Administrative 
Study Committee charged with 
considering changes in course 
design is scheduled to report to 
the U de M Assembly on March 
4. André Saican, one of the 
initiators of the strike, said the 
study committee is not consider- 
ing current strike demands and 



its report will be delivered too 
late for adequate change. 

No official statement on the 
strike has been released by the 
administrative office,' although 
Rector Gaudry said over the 
weekend ' that most student de- 
mands would be dealt with at 
the next meeting of the Univ- 
ersity Assembly. 

The strike was originally or- 
ganized without the official con- 
sent of AGEUM although the 
student association now- fully 
supports the action. A manifesto 
drawn up by Saican was distri- 
buted around the campus last 
week urging the student strike 
and demanding the end of the 
University's role as a promoter 
of social inequality.

The recruiting issue continued to smoulder yesterday as 
proponents of both selective and unrestricted recruiting made 
fiery speeches In an Informal debate in the Union Ballroom 
while the Engineering Undergraduate Society met to formulate 
a policy on the matter but came to no conclusion. 



In the Ballroom, engineering 
graduate student Stephen Wohl 
told the audience of several hun-

student services such as the 
Itooms Registry. He said that Just 
as we do not condone bigotry or 
racial prejudice in landlords who 
use the housing service, we 
should not allow war-producers 
to use the placement service. He 
maintained that the university 
community was extending a 
privilege to the companies who 
use the placement service, and 
It was not a question of their 
right to come on campus. 

Speaking in favor of the ex- 
isting open recruiting policy, En- 
gineering Students' Council re- 
presentative Michael Clarke and 
Arts student Marcus Kuril,™ 
stressed that it was up to the In- 
dividual student to make a moral 
decision on the issue. 

As well, Clarke mentioned the 
great advantage of on-campus re- 
mitting to the Job-seeking stu- 
dent, who otherwise might have 
to go as far as Trail, British Co- 
lumbia to be Interviewed by 
some companies. 

Kunlan suggested that dissent- 
ers from the present policy try 
to encourage students to boycott 
the Placement Service, but pre-

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Lévesque and Trudeau 

René Lévesque frequently refers to the 
"inevitability" of independence for. Quebec. 

But he doesn't bandy the term about as. 
a party leader who predicts on the eve of a 
general election that his party will sweep 
the nation. There is an icy logic to Lévesque's 
use of the term. 

His analysis is simple,, and essentially 
correct. And he knows that the electors in 
the province.— the middle class people, no 
flaming revolutionaries — are beginning to 
see his logic too. The analysis is this : Qué- 
bec has been moving; it's in the throes of a 
social revolution. A revolution in which a 
new élite is replacing the old one — an élite 
of sharp, young technocrats who are stream- 
lining Québec society and oiling the mach- 
ine. 



1 _ In an interview during the Quebec 
Liberal Congress in October, which saw him 
walk out of the party, he illustrated the 
impatience of the new élite in Québec with 
the federal authorities. 

"We decided, when I was in the Social 
Welfare portfolio," he said, "that the family 
allowance system was outmoded. We 
assembled a team of mathematicians, so- 
ciologists and other experts, right out of the 
universities, and gave them three months 
to come up with a new system. 

"When they did we took the proposal 
to Ottawa, where provincial representatives 
said 'That's it — that's what we want.' The 
question is : why didn't Ottawa, for 20 
years, bother to restudy the family allow- 
ance system ? Why was it left to a prov- 
ince ?" 

And Lévesque's argument of "inevitabi- 
lity" was virtually seconded by Laurier La- 



Pierre in an interview here at McGill several 
weeks ago. Expfaining why the NDP was 
the only hope for Canada, he said "Quebec 
is moving so fast, that unless Canada 
socializes within five years, Quebec will be 
independent just by. virtue of its being so 
far ahead of thé rest of Canada. If in five 
years we haven't streamlined, Canada will 
be dead." 

Coincidentally, Lévesque sets the same 
time limit. 

The , important issue to be settled in 
Canada, therefore, is not linguistic. Canada 
as a> society is breaking down because it 
lacks a rationale for its existence as a viable 
entity. And people are wondering if smaller 
entities couldn't' do a better job; that is the 
basic motor driving the present process of 
decentralization and dismembering of fed- 
eral power. 



Lévesque's separatism, then, is founded 
on a social dynamic, and not on ethnic hys- 
teria. 

The question of inevitability will prob- 
ably be answered very soon by who emerges 
as victor in the Liberal leadership race. Does 
the apparent groundswell for Trudeau re- 
flect a basic realization among many Can- 
adians that things are going to have to start 
moving fast or not at all ? Or is his popular- 
ity merely the fruit of a well-oiled public 
relations effort ? 

Behind the Liberal leadership race, 
René Lévesque is waiting smugly. And his 
smugness doesn't seem that irrational under 
the circumstances. 




For dialogue 

Sir, 

This is a short description of 
some of the events on campus 
recently concerning recruiting 
by war-oriented corporations. 
Last November a letter was 
sent to Dr. Robertson saying 
that McGill shouldn't allow war 
recruiters on campus because 
an institution devoted to the 
improvement of mankind- 
shouldn't participate in his des- 
truction. Dr. Robertson wouldn't ' 
jrespond'lo this until we threat- 
ened to take some form of ac- 
tion. Then he stated that the 
companies would not be invited 
because of the fear of distur- 
bances. His response stirs little 
respect; . it Is like the owner 
of a sports store asking mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan not 
to buy guns and rope in the 
daytime, but wait till after' 
because the Negroes might 
cited and disturb his good 
msiness. 
Tuesday February 13 Hawk- 
er Slddcley came to McGill and 
that afternoon there were bet- 
ween 175 and 250 people stand- 
ing outside the placement ser- 
vice. They had marched behind 
a figure representing the board 
of governors, covered, in blood. 
This was symbolic of the fact 
that % of the members of the 
Board of governors are con- 
nected with arms producing 
companies and would therefore 
have a vested interest in con- 
tinuing the war In Asia. The 
demonstration was significant 
because it was the first time 
that anti-war sentiment has 




been directed home to McGill by 
students. It reflects a mature 
impulse to deal with the- pro- 
blems of McGlU's connections 
with the war; it reflects the' 
mature impulse to demand that 
McGill's administration take 
some responsibility. 

There was some harrassment 
of the demonstrators by other 
students; the doors to the pla- 
cement service were locked and 
the police were called. Instead 
of coming forward as if they 
bad nothing to hide and faith 
in their beliefs, Mr. ..Coleman 
and other administration offi- 
cials refused to talk to the 
students about the issues. Ro- 
bert Kcldar and I spoke to Mr. 
Coleman for a few seconds in- 
side the doorway because the 
police had opened it up. I 
asked Mr. Coleman to speak and 
a confrere of his said "don't 
speak to them, you can't talk 
to an angry crowd, and besides 
you can't convince them any- . 
way." His misjudgement of the 
crowd was large, . and his deci- 
sion not to talk to us because 
his mind was made up and he 
wasn't confident that everyone 
would finally agree with him is 
a source of frustration to us. We 
were asked why we were "dis- 
turbing the peace", and we 
replied that on -the contrary we 
were trying to evoke peace by 
disturbing the war. I tried to 
involve Mr. Coleman in a dis- 
- cussion, and 'said that we 
thought McGill was an accom- 
plice in the war. He said no, 
McGill wasn't an accomplice, 
and that the company had gone 
home, so why didn't we go home 
too? He refused to talk about 
anything except to keep saying 
that the company had gone ho- 
me, and wouldn't we disperse. 



The continuous evasion of the 
issues by McGill's spokesmen 
helps students to realize that 
there are times when they must 
try and force them into dialo- 
gue. This demonstration was 
part of the tendency of students 
to bring the problems home to 
campus and define them in 
terms of dialogue, and democra- 
cy. All the elements which lead 
to confrontations were present 
in Tuesday's demonstration. The 
statement of an unidentified 
McGill administrator reported 
in the Montreal Stir on Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 14, that, " a few 
semi-professional agitators are 
practising their trade by at- 
-^tempting to whip up demonstra- 
tions ... " Is strikingly similar 
to a number of statements made 
in the southern United States 
concerning civil rights. Perhaps 
it adds credence to the Ku Klux 
Klan simile of the first para- 
graph. ,

Friday, February 2nd. 

ft is unfortunate that some 
people on the McGill campus 
believed that I resigned my scat 
merely to avoid the many frus- 
trations, the many futile discus- 
sions, and the many dilemmas 
which I faced as I worked with 
the Council, and/or to dis- 
associate myself from the an- 
archistic, activist, or libertine 
elements represented on the 
Council. This surely was not my 
motive in withdrawing from 
the Students' Council, for, it Is 
indeed the responsibility of one 
committed to the Christian 
view of life to enter fully into 
the world and share in its prob- 
lems. It was the man Jesus who 
was acctised by the "'righteous' 
men of his day of being 'a glut- 
ton and a drunk, a friend of 
lax collectors and sinners!'

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External influences 
on Canadian Indians

Speaking on Indian affairs yesterday, Professor Nor- 
man Chance of »he McGill Department of Sociology said the 
Indians have been generally affected by powers external to 
their situation. 

Indians, he said, have had little opportunity in the past to 
engage in policy-making decisions affecting them, and yet were 
given the task of Implementing these decisions already set by the 
government. 

Professor Chance described the problem of the Indians and 
Eskimos in Canada as being threefold. 

Firstly there is a' lack of a viable economic base for them 
al present. This is a result of a great error of the administration 
to view Indians as a homogeneous group. 

Secondly there is a need for teachers trained in inter-cultural 
activities. The Indians should in fact maintain cultural autonomy 
and self esteem. , 

Previously, their schools have been geared towards a middle- 
class white Canadian community. 

Thirdly, a complex set of feelings of dependency on white 
society must be removed In order to arrive at a sense of purpose.

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oppose on-campus recruiting 

Like McGill, Sir George Williams has an active student faction against on-campus re- 
cruitlng by arms manufacturers. 

As students stage sit-ins and other forms of protest, professors are now getting into the 



act, 

In a recent statement pub- 
lished in the Georgian on Feb- 
ruary 16, Andre Gunder Frank, 
visiting Professor of Economics, 
David Orton, lecturer in Socio- 
logy, and Said A. Shah, visiting 
Professor of Asian studies and 
History, expressed strong dis- 
approval of the university policy 
which slates that no companies 
he barred from recruiting on 
campus. 

They insist verbal disapproval 
is not enough. "Not mere verbal 
opposition, but active interference 
by any possible ■ and necessary 
means with the interviewing pro- 
cess In the war machine is more 
than a right; it Is a. responsibility 

According to the Canada Man- 
power Department employee who 
runs the campus placement ser- 
vice, all the companies which 
supply war products to Vict Nam 
have completed their recruiting 
for this year. No other, company 
still to hold interviews is In any 
way controversial. 

He said he was not worried 
about student demonstrations 
since the majority of the students 
at the open meeting had shown

that they favored open recruit- 
ing. But, he admitted that the 
professors might still stage a de- 
monstration "on principle".

dieted that in such a casp very 
few actually would. At one point, 
Kunian referred to the 200 de- 
monstrators outside the Place- 
ment Service last week as 
"cretins". 

Wohl's debating partner, UG- 
F.Q International Vice-President 
Victor Ttahlnovltch, snld that 
even if it were conceded that on- 
campus recruiting was a right 
and not a privilege, this right 
could he removed by the univer- 
sity community in the case of 
companies producing war mater- - 
ials. He cited the Nurcmburg tri- 
als ns . a precedent where "the 
greatest right, the right to live", 
was taken from those guilty of 
"crimes' against humanity". He 
said tlie Nurcmburg trials est- 
ablished- the concept of national 
guill. and that if one accepts that 
(lie US is guilty, "you must do 
nil in your power to slop -them; 
if you don't you arc equally 
guilty". 

Meanwhile, the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society was meet- 
ing to try to decide whether 
there should he open recruiting 
and what criteria could be used 
to determine which companies 
would or" would not be allowed 
on campus. EUS President Jim 
CUft said 'This concerns engine- 
ers more than anyone else".
